. DEATH OF PRINCE ALBRECHT 
OF PRUSSIA, * 


Princo Albrecht of Prussis, Regent of the 
Duchy of Bronawick since 1885 who divi” 
Sept. 10th as reported in our telegrams: at the 
time, at his Silesian Castle of Kamonz, had o 
atroke of paralysis. He was born at Berlin 
on May 8, 1837, and waa the eldest son of 
Prince Albrecht, brother of the Emperor 
William 1, by that Princo’s marriage with 
Princess Marianne of the Nothorlands.. By 
virtiie of his’ mother's rights Princo. Albrecht 
was thus among the princes who were counted 
in:tho line of the suovession to the Dutch 
Throne: Aso gtrandsou'ef King Frederick 
William III. the Inte Prince was’ from o 
youthful age called upon to fulfill the military 
and other dutios which devolve wpon all the- 
mala members of the reigning House of 
Prassia,. Ho duly served in the premier 
regiment of the army, the Ist Footguards,
